G.S.R. 514 (E):—Tn exercise of the powers conferred by the provsio to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
make* the following rules further to emend the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 1969, namely :— 

1. (1) These rule may be called the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service (Amendment) Rules, 1995. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2 In the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules 1969, in rule 2, for clause (c) the following clause shall he 
»«bstituted namely 

‘ (c) "approved serivice’ tn relation to any grade means 

“(i) in respect of the an officer recruited directly to that grade, period or periods of regular service rendered in that grade 
including (period or periods of absence during which he would have held a post on regular basis in that grade but 
for his being on leave or otherwise not being available to hold such post, from the first clay or July of the year following 
the year in which the examination for direct recruitment v.ns held; 

(ii) in respect of an officer recruited to that grade through departmental examination, period or peiiodsof regular service 
rendered in that grade including period or periods of absence during which he would have held a post on regular 
basis in that grade but for his being on lease or otherwise not being available to hold such post, from the first day of 
July of the year for which such examination was held; 

(iii) in respect of an officer recruited to that grade on the basis of length of service in the lower grade, periixl or periods 
of regular service rendered in that grade, including period or periods of absence during which he would have held a 
post on regular baris in thal grade but for his being on leave or otherwise not being available lo hold such post from 
the first day of July of the year for which the recruitment was made; 

Provided that where there is a delay of more than ninety days in joining on appointment in any of the cases men¬ 
tioned in such clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) above, such delay should not be due to any far.1t on the part of the officer.”
